This 
la a duty which the board of health at 
Its special m eeting last night Imposed 
upon the city fathers with the distinct 
understanding that they shall be ex ­ 
pected to relieve the existin g condi­ 
tions without looking for further as­ 
sistance from the health hoard. 
The session was a brief one, but bus­ 
iness-like, and so shaped m atters that 
it gives council no possible chance to 
do any more see-snw lng In an effort to 
shift the garbage problem on the board 
oF health. 
Solicitor Gaston was present and 
lent valuable aid. 
Soon nfter the ses­ 
sion bud been called to order by Mayor 
Davidson, who made a brief speech in 
which he intimated that the action 
taken at the previous m eeting was Il­ 
legal, Dr, Birkett asked the solicitor lf 
such was true. 
He was informed that 
the board overstepped its bounds when 
it undertook to advertise for bids for 
the erection of ii new garbage plant. 
Daniel N ellis next took the floor. He 
said it bud been openly charged by a 
local newspaper that the bourd was an 
Illegal body. 
He said that lf this was 
true lie wanted to know it. 
Solicitor 
Gaston was appealed to and stated 
that the body was a legal one. 
He stated that one section of the law 
stipulates that not more than tw o 
practicing physicians shall serve on 
health hoards. 
He added, however, 
that a recent ruling of the Ohio Supreme 
Court had modified the law In this re­ 
gard. 
The solicitor said It was cu s­ 
tomary to have no more than tw*o phy­ 
sicians on any one hoard, hut by no 
means mandatory. 
He assured the 
members of the hoard that tiny action 
taken by them was not Illegal because 
three of its members are physicians. 
The solicitor made a statem ent to 
the board in w hich he denied a report 
that he was a stockholder In the San­ 
itary Reduction Company and stated 
em phatically he never ow ned a penny's 
worth of stock and never expected to. 
Mr. Gaston defined the real duties of 
the hoard and explained that it was 
only empowered with authority to pro­ 
vide health measures and then recom­ 
mend to council what action was fur­ 
ther necessary. 
Dr. Norris made a motion that the 
action taken relative to advertising 
for bids for a new garbage furnace be 
rescinded. 
The motion carried and 
then Dr. Birkett took the floor. 
He 
sold he considered that the board had 
done everything in its power to pro­ 
vide for the disposition of garbage 
and made a motion that the clerk send 
a w ritten communication to council In­ 
structing that body that the board bad 
already made a recommendation and 
that it had nothing further to add. The 
motion carried unanimously.

coost? 
I would rather spend my life in a 
penal settlement than lie a lighthouse 
keeper,” declared a man to tho writer 
after a visit to the Bishop lighthouse, 
off the Cornish coast. “A convict does 
see a little of the world he lives in, but 
a lighthouse keeper sees nothing but a 
dreary expanse of water. I am not sur­ 
prise! that many of them should lose 
their mental balance.” 
Tho visitor to the Bishop lighthouse 
did not overcolor the picture. 
It was 
only tho otic i* day that one read of the 
Longships lighthouse, also off the const 
of Cornwall, having lieen completely 
Isolated for many weeks in consequence 
of fearful storms. 
The keepers had

Keepers of rock lighthouses do not 
lust long. The Incessant pounding of 
the waves against the building, tin* 
loneliness, the want of fresh air and 
exercise reduce the men to a state of 
nervousness that Is sometimes pitiful 
to behold. They require a fortnight’s 
lea vc every six weeks, but this liberal 
allowance does little to Improve their 
physical stat**. 
A medical man whose 
duly it is to pay periodical visits to 
one of these lighthouses confesses that 
there is no remedy for the His peculiar 
to the keepers except retirement. 
The titter Isolation of the silent sen­ 
tinel* of our count is well illustrated by 
the casa of the Bishop lighthouse afore­ 
mentioned. which stands right out in 
the Atlantic. Not once in a year is It. 
calm enough for the superintendent to 
land his stores at the lighthouse steps. 
They have to be hauled up by means 
of a windlass from above. 
A visitor 
Isold enough to visit the place Is "ad­ 
mitted” in a similar way. 
Ile places 
one fot iu a noose at the end of a rope, 
which Is thrown down to bls boat, and, 
grippinghfbe rope firmly above his 
head. be 'Is drawn up to the "see off.”

On three occasions the 
huge black rock on which the light­ 
house stands has been shaken by an 
earthquake. 
There is something comical, though 
characteristic of the stiff necked Scot, j 
In a story which comes from a neigh- 
borlug lighthouse which Is the charge 
of two families. They live on a desert 
island. 
From year end to year end 
they never see a visitor except the man 
who 
brings 
their store*. 
Eighteen 
months ago the heads of the two fami­ 
lies quarreled, aud ever since they have 
reased to speak. 
At the shore lighthouse of Ushlnisb 
the keeper’s family, tm* to travel 40 
miles to “kirk." 
It ta do reflection on 
their piety to add that they ara. not 
regular attendant*. 
A lighthouse keeper receive* a maxi­ 
mum wage of £75 a year, out of which 
be bas to supply his own rations. These 
consist of such unappetizing edibles as 
tinned beef and hard biscuits, usually 
washed down with weak tea and con­ 
densed milk. 
No intoxicating liquors 
are allowed.—London Mall.

Jeffersonville prison, In Indiana. Today 
be is the head of the Wolfe Bros.’ Shoe 
Manufacturing company, in this city, 
which is rattd by Bradstreet at over 
half a million 
His personal fortune 
is great. Much of it has been used in 
the interest of bls employes. He was 
Instrumental In inaugurating a profit 
sharing system in his factory, which 
yearly divides large sums over and 
above their wages among the 
2,000 
employes. 
Near the little tow-n 
of 
Cataract. 
Iud., Wolfe, at the age of 17 years, ob 
tainod employment. 
The town 
con 
tallied a stor* and a 
postoffice, 
of 
which Wolfe’* uncle was master. There 
existed a tie of the bitterest hatred 
between the postmaster and the store 
keeper. 
One night, on his way to his uncle s 
home, a casual traveler told him of a 
scandal which had stirred the little vil­ 
lage of Cataract to its depths. 
The 
storekeeper had attacked the character 
of his pretty 16-year-old cousin in the 
vilest manner.

turing everywhere. Here he diseover- 


3d a mechanical bent, and invented 
machines which are still in use. 
He 
left the prison gates resolved to rise 
out of Hie awful night, into which the 
W'orld thrusts the victims of the penal 
code. Armed with his 
prison-gained 
knowledge of manufacturing shoes by 
machinery, he came to Columbus and 
began the repairing of shoes. 
Soon, 
in a small way, he began the manu­ 
facture. 
He prospered, and the rest 
of his career is an open book. The old 
mother, for whom he tolled as a boy. 
realizes the luxury he then promised 
her.
